TIPS AND TECHNIQUES 

From Stan Rosenfeld: use the DOS RENAME command to shorten frequently-used com- 
mand names, such as DISKCOPY to DC. 

From Mark Dombrowski: consider using the numerical keypad instead of joysticks 
to play games. Some program modifications are required, response isn't quite the 
same (digital transmission vs. analog), and movement isn't as flexible, but 
these keys will do nicely until you decide if you want to purchase a joystick. 
Mark uses positions that correspond to SPF up-down- left -right keys.

IBM PC Club 
PROGRAMMING NOTES 



I have been experimenting with IBM PC Basic and have found a few things 
which may be of interest. 



1. On page 4-53 of the Basic manual the example for the trigonometric 
COS function uses a value of 3.141593 for PI. If you do use this 
value when doing your calculations then the value you get for the 
cosine of 90 degrees (PI/2) is not zero as it should be but a 
negative number. The value returned is -3.74507e-07 instead of zero. 
The value returned for the sine of 90 degrees is correct. If you use 
the value 3.1415927 for PI, then the cosine of PI/2 is zero as it 
should be. Note too that the cosine and other trigonometric functions 
all return single precision results. 



When entering comments and statements in Basic be careful about the 
ALT key. ALT with three digits from the key pad gives you the hex 
value for that byte. The three digits are the decimal equivalent of 
the hex value. In particular ALT 255 (and release of the ALT key) 
gives you a hex FF. In a comment this might not seem to be of any 
great concern but Basic does a strange thing when scanning that 
comment. Basic skips the next statement. 



Example : 

10 X=l 

20 '. this is a comment ALT 255 

30 PRINT X 

40 END 

In this example, the PRINT statement on line 30 is skipped. 

If the following is added: 

15 GOTO 30 

the problem goes away as the comment is processed differently, 

If statement 15 is not added and the comment is as follows: 

20 ' ALT 255 

the program does not even end properly. 

Other hex values that cause odd results (as found so far) are 
ALT 002 - acts as if CTRL left arrow had been entered 
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ALT 007-013 - act as per Appendix G. ASCII Character Codes 

ALT 019 - puts you in Insert mode 

ALT 021 - erases your line for you and puts the cursor at the 
beginning of the line. 

ALT 027-031 - act as per Appendix G. 

ALT 255 - does not do anything until Basic program execution. This 
is the hidden and undisplayable bomb byte. 

ALT xxx - for the majority of the codes generates the appropriate 

character listed in Appendix G. Some special characters may 
not be displayed. 



One other note: All of these runs have been done using the 

Graphics adapter card. Different results may occur on the Monochrome 

display except in the case of the hex ff situation 



For those with the Color/Graphics adapter, you may find a strange 
situation occuring when using the SCREEN statement. In my efforts 
I found that when going from SCREEN (text) to SCREEN 1 (medium 
resolution graphics) and back to SCREEN 0, that I had no problems. 
If I went from SCREEN to SCREEN 2 (high resolution graphics), I 
could not successfully return to SCREEN without going through 
a SCREEN 1 specification. This may be related to the problem of lost 
data on SCREEN switching mentioned in PCN8204. 



2. When doing I/O to disk and some terminating error occurs, note that 
the file you were working with is still OPEN. This means that you can 
not KILL that file, if you so desire (as in the case of a disk full 
error) . You have to force the file closed with something like a 
direct command to CLOSE all files. You might not like this solution 
so work carefully when handling an I/O error or recovery situation. 



Example: 

10 ON ERROR GOTO 

20 OPEN "b:test.dat" FOR OUTPUT AS 1 

30 J=l 

40 WRITE#1,J; ' the semicolon causes an exection time error 

50 J=J+1 

60 GOTO 40 

70 END 

The purpose of this example was to see how large J would be when the 
disk full condition occurred (on a corrected statement run the 
value of J was 22744). What happened in the above example was that 
I got a "Missing operand in 40" message (confusing message) and I 
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was back in BASIC. Other commands worked like FILES, but when I 
EDITed 40 and eliminated the semicolon from the line and hit ENTER, 
the disk drive started up!! This was unexpected and repeatable. Make 
of it what you will, but do be careful as to the I/O recovery when 
using BASIC. No telling what might happen to your disk.

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ELECTROHOME 1302 COLOR MONITOR WITH THE PC 



I recently purchased the Electrohome color monitor to use with my PC. I chose 
this monitor because PC Magazine noted that it had both 50 Hz and 60 Hz oper- 
ation, as well as the intensity line. 

When I got the unit home and tried it, I found that it had a vertical roll, simi- 
lar to a TV with the vertical maladjusted. The only front-panel controls are 
on/off and brightness. There are no other obvious controls, and none others men- 
tioned in the brief owners manual. 

I tried the unit several times on my PC, each time with the same effect. I then 
carried it to Computer land, and with excellent cooperation of Rick Williams, my 
salesman, we tried it on their display PC. It worked just fine, so I ascribed the 
problem to my PC. We consulted David, the technician, who suggested that it 
might be an adjustment on my graphics card. He suggested that I return it to him 
for check-out, and was very available for help. 

I then called the Electrohome factory in Canada, (519) 744-7111, and talked to a 
Mr. David Farmer. He was extremely knowledgeable and helpful, and very 
non-defensive. He explained the following things to me: 

Some units have, and some don't have, the 50 Hz feature. If it is in- 
stalled, it is through an unmarked slot, just below the rear CRT 
projection. Mine doesn't seem to have it, but supposedly will work in Mainz 
with a transformer. (Ed. note: Dwight has transferred to Mainz, Germany.) 

There are adjustments available, also unmarked. They are located on the 
horizontal printed circuit board, mounted on the inside bottom of the case, 
and are accessible through the ventilation slots. In order of left to 
right, as viewed from the rear of the unit, they are: Vertical Hold, Verti- 
cal Linearity, a 2" space, Vertical Height, and Horizontal Frequency. He 
also said to use an insulated tool. 

Mr. Farmer then volunteered that some of their units had a vertical roll on the 
IBM units, and asked how mine was. I told him, and he said that the way their 
units were set at the factory showed a vertical roll with some PCs, and would 
even change with graphics mode. This is caused by changes in pulse shape, and 
that units affected would need an adjustment of the vertical hold. 

I returned home, found the vertical hold adjustment, adjusted it, and it now 
works fine. I am pleased with Electrohome, with Computerland, and glad I bought 
the unit. I thought that this note would help anyone else who had the same symp- 
toms .

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VOLKSWRITER COMPARISON TO EASYWRITER 



Now that the PC has been available for several months we are beginning to see a 
number of word processing packages becoming available. One such software package 
is Volkswriter. Volkswriter first became known to me a few weeks ago when one of 
our members obtained a demonstration diskette at the West Coast Computer Faire. 
Not having yet received his own PC, he asked me if I would evaluate the program. 

Volkswriter is written by Lifetree Software Incorporated of Monterey, 
California. The program is written in PASCAL and operates under IBM PC DOS. The 
only other word processing package I have used is EasyWriter Version 1.0. My 
comments regarding Volkswriter must necessarily involve a comparison with Ver- 
sion 1.0 of EasyWriter because of my exposure to both products. 

My overall evaluation of Volkswriter is that it is significantly easier to use 
than EasyWriter and that it is also not given to some of the anomalies of 
EasyWriter. Several cases in point: Volkswriter does not have the inordinate 
delays which are sometimes exhibited by EasyWriter when word wrapping is re- 
quired at the end of the line. Several enhancements in the use of the "INSERT" 
key add up to much more logical operation. Volkswriter uses repeated use of the 
"INSERT" key to both enter and exit from insert mode; unlike EasyWriter which 
requires the use of "ENTER" to exit insert mode. 

A significant improvement in Volkswriter is the fact that text can be entered in 
"INSERT" mode and overflow the current line without problems. In EasyWriter 
there are random events which occur to cause scrambling or loss of data when at- 
tempting to type beyond the end of the line in insert mode (especially when the 
next line is not blank) or attempting to type on blank lines unless you are in 
insert mode. 

Block moves and copies using Volkswriter are performed by placing the cursor at 
the beginning of the block and pressing a PF key, moving the cursor to the end of 
the block and pressing another PF key, and then moving the cursor to the target 
location and pressing yet another PF key. This simple operation contrasts with 
the 20 step procedure which is required for a similar task by EasyWriter. 

Unlike EasyWriter, the structure of Volkswriter files is normal DOS organiza- 
tion. Therefore any file created or modified by Volkswriter can be accessed by 
DOS utilities TYPE, EDLIN, or COPY; or read as source data to a language 
processor such as FORTRAN or PASCAL; or used with sequential file I/O in a BASIC 
program. 

Several areas of Volkswriter that I have noticed which may be negative points 
relative to EasyWriter should be mentioned. One is the lack of a command to tal- 
ly up and display the number of words in a document. The other is the need to 
adjust each paragraph separately. EasyWriter provides a command which aligns 
the entire document at once. Both programs provide for two types of alignment 
-- either "ragged right" margin or fully justified text. One of the most seri- 
ous bugs in Version 1.0 of EasyWriter is the alignment command. Use of this com- 
mand can hang the system. 
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The retail price of both EasyWriter and Volkswriter is in the same range. If I 
had neither program and was making a retail purchase I would purchase 
Volkswriter. However, many of us have already purchased EasyWriter at the 
employee price, so an additional purchase of word processing software costing 
twice as much must be taken in a different light. I believe it is prudent to wait 
until IBM releases Version 1.1 of EasyWriter prior to making a decision to pur- 
chase Volkswriter. If the functional enhancements and fixes rumored to be in 
EasyWriter 1.1 are in fact included then EasyWriter may become a useful product. 
An additional factor which needs to be considered is the amount, if any, of 
IBM's charge to update EasyWriter from VI. to VI. 1.

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INSTALL NOTES 



I had a disk drive failure on my Personal Computer a week after it arrived and I 
wanted to relate my experience so that others with similar problems would avoid 
some of my mistakes . 

I took the Personal Computer back to Computerland in San Jose where it had been 
received. They informed me that the Los Altos Computerland store was the repair 
center and they would send the unit or I could bring it there. At the Los Altos 
Computerland store, I was told that it would take 3 days to get to it... 6 days 
later I picked it up and was told the analog card was replaced. The disk drive 
now failed intermittently rather than always. 

I called the IBM Product Center. They gave me an 800 number in Greencastle N.C. 
which told me to bring it into the Product Center and it would be fixed in 48 
hours. A 4 digit number was given to verify that the PC was still under warranty. 
It was brought in on a Thursday, so 24 hours turned out to be 96 hours elapsed 
time, but the disk drive was replaced and my PC was working again. 

Moral of story: if you have repairs to be made take it into the IBM Product Cen- 
ter. By the way, if you go past the 90-day warranty and have not paid for an ex- 
tension then you cannot take it into the IBM Product Center and the cost will be 
$96/hour to repair. The extended warranty is also not cheap! ! and is dependent 
on the equipment you have purchased from IBM. 

The IBM Product Center is on the 855 Palo Alto switch board and can be reached 
via tie lines at 8-465-3210,3211 or 3212.

I would like to share information about two "products" that I have found useful 
for my PC, and other club members may want to take advantage of. 

1. A friction feed attachment for the IBM printer is available at Orange Micro 
printer store at 3216 Scott Blvd. in Santa Clara for a lower price than the 
same unit sold at Computerland. With it installed, you retain pin-feed ca- 
pability, but the pins are pre-set for 9 1/2 " paper. 

2. I found a 6' shielded cable with a 5 pin male din plug at each end at Quement 
on Bascom Ave. If you replace one of the male plugs with a female connector 
(available from Radio Shack) you have a handy keyboard extension cable for a 
low price.

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SORT COMPARISONS 



The following are the timing comparisons for the two sort routines available on 
the club disk (HEAP and QUIK) . In addition I compared them with a BUBBLE sort 
that I threw together and a SHELL sort contributed by John Benza from Corp HQ. 
John and I both agree that the SHELL sort should be the fastest (in theory) but 
apparently the implementation is wrong, since it turned out to be the slowest. 
He is currently reworking it and will submit it later. 

Please note the following parameters concerning the sort test. 

1. The items sorted were single precision integers. No attempt was made to try 
character items . 

2. All variables within the sort routines were also single precision integers. 
It is possible to speed them up slightly by changing everything to integer 
(2 byte) values.

HO: Re: Help wanted on timer. DOS maintains a timer at hex 46C through 46F in 
typical reversed byte form, most significant byte at 46F, least significant at 
46C. The least significant byte is incremented roughly 18.2 times per second 
(119318000/65536 to be more precise). This means that the "low order" word 
(46D,46C) wraps once an hour. From BASIC, you can access the bytes using: 

DEF SEG=70: X%=PEEK(12) 'for least significant byte 

REM or use 13, 14, or 15 for more significant bytes. Of course, if you don't 
like DOS dependencies and PEEKing, you can also code the following: 

RANDOMIZE INT(VAL(LEFT$(TIME$,2)+MID$(TIME$,4,2)+RI6HT$(TIME$,2)))
